What is on un- 
doubted fact is that, ‘how- 
ever ‘much he has delight- 
ed the Parliamentary Con- 
servative Party, he has 
never yet, for some reason 
or other, been able to im- 
press himself upon the mind 
of the ordinary elector. And

Reduce Friction 


But the afr blown out In this 
manner was “lost? and = the 
;power required to operate the 
compressors was jn fact found 
to exceed the propulsion power 
gained’ from reducing = the 
hictlon, 


The results of these carly 
experiments ‘were thus dis< 
couraging and further progress 
in the fcld of air lubrication 
was not achieved until 1046 
when a team of Swedish 
ecientists produced a more 
satisfactory form ~ of “alr 
cushion”. 


Then, a test barge was 
provided, with vertical . side 
keels at the bilges and a 
transverse “dam” aft, the side 
keels and the dam bounding an 
air cushion into which air was 
dellvered at the force end by 
means of a permanently operat- 
ed blower using air from the 
atmosphere. 


The barge was not, however, 
provided with any means of 
“stabilising” the cushion, that Is, 
of creating a conUnuous layer 
of air over the entire area of 
the ship's bottom, Furthermorg, 
the pumped-out air * was still 
"ioat”, Nevortheless, test runs 
showed an appreciable reduction

Stabilised 


Mr Gram's contribution 
consistg of a air 
cushion, In the form of a closed 
alr circuit, pumped out at the 
foro end of the vessel and 
sucked in at the aft end, where- 
by the afr circulates in the same 
manner as the “caterpillar feet” 
of a tank, 


The cushion should, according 
to Mr Gram, have a depth of 
about 0.4 inches, the air being 
clrculated at roughly the same 
speed as that with which the 
ship is propelled through the 
water, The power sequired for 
the blowers regulating this alr 
efrewation {6 estimated ot - one 
thousandth, (1/1,000) of. the 
horsepower to’ of the ship's 
engine, .
